1204 – Bloom Energy Corporation, as an agent for Legrand, S.A., petition 
for a declaratory ruling that no Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and Public Need 
is required for the construction, operation and maintenance of a Customer-Side 500-Kilowatt 
Fuel Cell Facility to be located at Legrand Wiremold, 60 Woodlawn Street, West Hartford, 
Connecticut.

TS-VER-027-151228 – Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless request for an order to 
approve tower sharing at an existing telecommunications facility located at 21 East Main 
Street, Clinton, Connecticut.  Decision.

 Mr. Murphy moved to approve this tower share request with the following conditions: 
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 The proposed feed lines shall be installed in accordance with the structural analysis report 
prepared by GPD Engineering and Architecture dated December 23, 2015 and stamped by 
Christopher K. Scheks; 

 Reinforcements shall be made in accordance and consistent with the structural analysis 
report and modification drawings prepared by GPD Engineering and Architecture dated 
December 23, 2015 and stamped by Christopher K. Scheks; and 

 Within 45 days following completion of the equipment installation, Verizon shall provide 
documentation certified by a Professional Engineer that its installation complied with the 
recommendations of the structural analysis. 

 
The motion was seconded by Mr. Levesque.  The motion passed unanimously. 
 
TS-CING-034-160202 – New Cingular Wireless PCS, LLC (AT&T) request for an order to 
approve the shared used of an existing telecommunications facility located at 303 Boxwood 
Lane, Danbury, Connecticut.  Decision. 
 
 Mr. Murphy moved to approve this tower share request, seconded by Mr. Lynch.  The motion 

passed unanimously.
